Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, issued in the 

quantity of 1,000 in 1983 BL / BL, 38mm round. HOWEVER, my wood is clearly BROWN 

on both sides, not BLACK or BLUE, depending the intention of “BL”. Possibly there is 

another listing in a supplement. Now Mayor Scoop Lewry, Chief Moose Booster, City 

Hall—Moose Jaw issued many woods, including various varieties of the “Moose Jaw 

Wooden Nickel”. Mac was ‘born’ in 1984, the brainchild of former tourism Supporters 

from the city. His main job was to lure visitors into the city and his duties pretty much 

remain the same today. Touted as the World’s Largest Moose, Mac stands 32 feet tall 

and weighs in at 10 tons — or in today’s terms is 10 meters tall, weighing 9,000 

kilograms. A pretty big boy! Mac was constructed by Saskatoon artist Don Foulds using a 

steel frame, covered with metal mash and completed with 4 coats of cement. A contest 

was held to name the moose, and the name ‘Mac’ is after late city alderman and moose 

booster Les MacKenzie. Mac remains the most photographed roadside attraction in 
Canada and won the Times Herald 2013 Best Celebrity Award.
